1/mdon, Jan. 25.—An attempt by 
a German cruiser squadron to repeat 
the attack recently made on Sear* 
borough, the Hartlepool» and other 
British coast towns was frustrated by 
the British patrolling squadron and in 
a running light in tin- North sen, the i 
German armored cruiser Bluecber was ; 
sunk and two German battlo cruisers 
were seriously damaged. 
The British ships 
suffered 
only i 
slight injury. 
So far as is known 1 
only 123 or the Bluecher’s crew of ssj 
were saved. 
A battle also occurred between the 
light cruisers and destroyers accom­ 
panying the bigger ships, but the re­ 
sult of this engagement lias not yet 
reached the admiralty. 
The British were superior in ships 
engaged, 
weight of armament and 
speed and the flight of the German 
ships 
iuto the mine 
and submarine 
infested field possible saved them from 
further losses. 


Cruiser Bluecher 16,550 Tons. 
The Bluecher was a cruiser of 15,- 
550 tons displacement and, although 
commissioned in 18t*8, was completely 
rerigged 
last 
year. 
She 
was not 
classed as a battle cruiser, hut was in 
the next class to thor** 
formidable 
fight* rs. 
With her were the l)< rflinger, Ger­ 
many's latest battle cruiser which had 
just left the builders' hands, and the 
battle cruisers Seydlitz and Moltke, 
the latter h sister ship of the (Toe ben, 
formerly of the German navy, hut 
now of til* 
Turkish fleet, which re­ 
cently was reported damaged by the 
Russians In the Black sea. 
The British squadron, commanded 
by Vice Admiral Sir David Beatty, 
who also was in command at the bat­ 
tle off Helgoland last August, consist­ 
ed of the battle cruisers Tiger, Lion, 
Princess Royal, New Zealand and in­ 
domitable. 
The first three of these cruisers 
mount eight 13.5-inch guns each and 
even the New Zealand and Indomitable 
carry 13-inch guns, which are equal 
to those of the Derflinger. the only 
one of the German ships that had bet­ 
ter than 11-inch guns. 


Official Report of Battle. 
The official report issued by the 
press bureau gives the following ac­ 
count of the engagement: 
‘Early Sunday morning a British 
patrolling squadron of battle cryisers 
and light cruisers, under Vice Admir­ 
al Sir David Beatty, with a destroyer 
flotilla, under Commodore Tyrwhitt, 
sighted four German battle cruisers, 
several light cruisers and a number 
of destroyers steering westward and 
apparently making for the English 
coast. 
‘ The enemy at once aimed for home 
at high speed 
They were at once 
pursued and at about 9:30 a. m. ac­ 
tion was joined between the battle 
cruisers Lion, Tiger, Princess Royal, 
New Zealand and Indomitable, on the 
one hand, and the Derflinger, Eeyd 
litz, 
Moltke and 
Bluecher on 
the 
other. A well contested running fight 
ensued. 
Shortly aft*-r 1 p. rn. the 
Bluecher. which had previously fallen 
out of line, capsized and sank. 
“Admiral Beatty reports that two 
other battle cruisers were seriously 
damaged. 
They were, however, able 
<o continue their flight and reached 
an area where dangers from German 
submarines 
and 
mine» 
prevented 
further pursuit. 


No British Ships Lost 
"No British ships have been lost 
and our casualties in personnel are 
at present slight, the Lion, which lea 
th*» line, having only eleven wounded 
and none killed, 
"One hundred and twenty-three sur­ 
vivors have been rescued from the 
Bluecher’s crew g* 885 and it is pos­ 
sible that others have been saved by 
some of our destroyers. 
No reports 
of any destroyer or light cruiser fight­ 
ing have yet been received at the ad­ 
miralty, though some apparently has 
taken place.

JAPANESE COURT TRIALS. 


Th* Judges, Not th e Lawyer*, Q u e s ­ 
tion the Witnesses. 
The defendant In a Japanese court 
was testifying in his own behalf. 
He 
stood directly In front of the presiding 
judge, not ten feet distant from him, 
aud answered his questions In a clear 
voice, without any apparent hesitation. 
The judge seemed conversant with the 
case, for he put questions rapidly, giv­ 
ing a funny little grunt of acquiescence 
after every answer. 
Occasionally one [ 
of the associates wrote a suggestion 
and handed it to tho president, and 
once or twice the defendant's counsel 
asked the court to put a certain In­ 
quiry. The whole proceeding—aud the 
same may be said of those in several 
other courts I visited—was conducted 
in a quiet, colloquial way. 
In every 
Instance I was impressed with the sim­ 
ple. businesslike atmosphere. 
Some of the Japanese lawyers with 
whom I have talked say that they feel 
that very often the court does not 
elicit ail the facts and that our system 
of 
having witnesses questioned 
by 
counsel would be better, but, on the 
other baud, some lawyers maintain 
that better results are realized by the 
system, which puts upon the court the 
duty of getting at the truth, maintain­ 
ing that the witnesses are more apt to 
talk frankly to the court than to the 
lawyer for the opposite side who is 
engaged, as they think, in trying to 
make them out liars. 
I came away quite favorably Im­ 
pressed with what I saw and wonder­ 
ing whether on the whole in 95 per 
cent of the cases a decision by three 
judges trained In tilt* Investigation of 
facts would not be as uearly right as 
the verdict of twelve citizens casually 
gathered In from the general com­ 
munity.—George W.
